Regarding claim 1, the prior art of record is drawn to stereophonic sound field 
reproduction and sound field correction system comprising one or more speakers or loudspeakers 
positioned around or at vicinity of a user's ears. However, the prior art of record fails to 
specifically or fairly suggest speakers/loudspeakers in a particular position in a particular vicinity 
outputting a signal based on a crosstalk component between an opposing speaker/loudspeaker 
unit in the same vicinity for a 1 st or 2 nd ear, respectively, in each 1 st and 2 nd vicinity, therein as 
claimed.
